Dickinson, United States consul general 
at Constantinople, a few days ago, in 
which, after complaining th at the con­ 
sul general had expressed dissatisfaction 
w ith the measures the Bulgarian gov­ 
ernm ent had taken against the kidnap­ 
ers of Miss Stone, he strongly protested 
against his governm ent being held re­ 
sponsible for a crime comm itted on 
Turkish territory and declared that in 
order to guard itself against a serious 
and unm erited accusation the Bulgarian 
governm ent had resolved, should the 
robber band try to cross the Bulgarian 
frontier or succeed in stealing into Bul­ 
garia, to have it mercilessly pursued 
and annihilated by Bulgarian troops. 
“ We will not enter into any negotia­ 
tions w hatever for paying ransom ,” 
said M. Saratoff, “as we don’t w ant the 
precedents established for 
the many 
robbers infesting the neighborhood to 
turn to Bulgaria whenever that seems 
to be to their advantage. 
We are firm­ 
ly determ ined to make an example 
i w hich will deter robbers from repeating 
! such speculations. 
“ It will then no longer be possible to 
1 accuse Bulgaria of harboring secret 
committees w hich organize bauds for 
I kidnaping foreigners in Turkey and re­ 
moving them to Bulgaria, there peace­ 
fully to enjoy the ransom. ”

The in ­ 
creases at New Orleans was from $12,- 
519,694 to $22,618,210; Galveston, from 
$6,789,045 to $10,487,0*8, or $3,757,983; 
and at Mobile, from J990.87S to $1,488,- 
848, or $498,075. 
The industrial movement is increas­ 
ing wonderfully, especially in wood­ 
working.

B u lg a ria Ob.)rota to th e C rim e B ein g 
P la ced upon T hat C ountry, 
Vienna, Oct. 19.—According to The 
Politisch correspondent, M. Sarah*!?, 
the Bulgarian minister of the interior, 
and for the time being minister of for­ 
eign affairs, addressed a note to Mr. 
Dickinson, United States consul general 
at Constantinople, a few days ago, in 
which, after complaining that the con­ 
sul general had expressed dissatisfaction 
with the measures the Bulgariuti gov­ 
ernment had taken against the kidnap­ 
ers of Miss Stone, he strongly protested 
against his government being held re­ 
sponsible for a crime committed on 
Turkish territory and declared that in 
order to guard itself against a serious 
and unmerited accusation the Bulgarian 
government had resolved, should the 
robber band try to cross the Bulgarian 
frontier or succeed in stealing into Bul­ 
garia, to have it mercilessly pursued 
and annihilated by Bulgarian troops. 
“We will not enter into any negotia­ 
tions whatever for paying ransom,” 
said M. Saratoff, “as we don’t want the 
precedents established for 
the many 
robbers infesting the neighborhood to 
turn to Bulgaria whenever that seems 
to be to their advantage. 
We are firm­ 
ly determined to make an example 
which will deter robbers from repeating 
such speculations. 
“It will then no longer bo possible to 
accuse Bulgaria of harboring secret 
committees which organize bauds for 
kidnaping foreigners in Turkey and re­ 
moving them to Bulgaria, there peace­ 
fully to enjoy the ransom.”

N-»t lCnongh Sold ier* la th e P h ilip p in es 
to t ope W ith In su rgen ts, 
Washington, Oct. 19.—Need of addi­ 
tional troops in the Philippines has 
beeu furnished by a 
fresh disaster 
which has befallen tho American troops 
tn tho island of Samar. 
_ 
Tho Ninth infantry, which sustained 
snch a serious loss at Balau gigft, is 
again the sufferer. 
Company E, of the 
regiment lost IO men killed and ti 
wounded in w h a t a p p e a rs to have boon 
an ambush in tile field iii the province 
of Lower Candara. 
Considerable concern has been mused 
in the war department by this latest 
evidence of insurgent activity in Samar. 
Sonic satisfaction is found in the heavy 
loss sustained by the attacking force, 
but while the enemy lost one-fifth in 
killed, the American command, almost 
overwhelmed by the numerical major­ 
ity of the enemy, had one-third of its 
men killed and wounded. 
The belief is growing in the war de­ 
partment 
that 
Brigadier 
General 
Hughes, in command in Samar, under­ 
estimates the strength of the rebels. 
Major General Chaffee sent him an ad­ 
ditional regiment, which brought his 
force up to 3500, bat additional men can 
not be spared from Luzon, because of 
the danger of an outbreak in that is­ 
land, but detachments will be rushed 
from other points to reinforce the troops 
now there. 
In his annual report Adjutant Gener­ 
al Corbin says the force in tho Philip­ 
pines will be reduced by next Jane by 
20,488 men in consequence of the expira­ 
tion of their terms of enlistment. Troops 
will be sent to replace these men and it 
is probable reinforcements will be dis­ 
patched in order tliat action can be taken 
which will stamp out the last vestige of 
insurrection in all the islands.
